was not a.place to which

Washington relished invitations. Bar- 
on von Maltzan knew that the basis 
of ill-feeling was not so "much war 
hate-as lack of confidence. Washing- 
ton-had mistrusted the German . em- 
basy of 1914 and had come to look 
upon the trickery .of its military and 
naval attaches as an abuse oJ neu- 
trality which the exigencies of war did 
not excuse. 
The baron was not the Hrst ambas- 


sador to follow the resumption of di- 
plomatic relations but he made the 
greatest strides toward healing the 
old sores. His method was simple— 
he 
opened 
his * home to 
the 


officials and diplomats of "Washington 
and his personality was such that all 
memory of the arrogance and super- 
iority complex which had character-' 
ized the embassy of 1914 was erased.

ernment, it was kept. Nobody doubt- 
ed for a moment that the Berlin gov- 
ernment was behind him. But best 
of all,'the German government dem- 
onstrated time and time again that 
its word could be relied upon. Slowly, 
but surely, America 
regained 
her 


faith in Germany. Today due to the 
skill with which -Baron von Maltzan 
conducted the diplomatic relations 
here, the Germans stand on an equal- 
ity with all other nations insofar as 
the value of plighted word is concern- 
id.All this has happened in ten years. 
;sV»ar hate is no longer manifest and 
Dfflcial Washington accepted Germany 
in her former place as a great power 
long before the league of nations gave 
Germany a permanent seat on the 
council at Geneva. To the personality 
of Baron von Maltzan, his good judg- 
ment, his tact and his honesty may 
this good result be attributed.

Total Assessed Value of Au- 


tomobiles in City Now Plac- 
ed at $1,190,500 


A change In the system of gathering 


Information on the number of autorao 
biles In .the city "111 result In addition 
al tax collections of about *a^00, ac- 
cording to George E. Peotter. city as- 
sessor. 


The new system was devised by Mr. 


Pcottcr after a year in ofllco during 
which time he determined the flaws in 
the old system. Under the old plan 
a letter with card enclosed was mailed 
to each person owning an automobile. 
The card, which boro x number of 
printed Questions, was to be filled out. 
stamped, and mailed to the assessor. 


Due -to the fact that many of the 


people did-not have a stamp available 
at the time they received the letter, 
the card often was laid aside and later 
misplaced. When 'be assessor did not 
receive the return card he would send 
a "followup" notice and if he received 
no answer to that letter, would assess 
the automobile according to informa- 
tion supplied by automobile dealers 
who sold the car. 


Under the new plan a double post- 


card is sent to -the automobile owner, 
with the return card already stamped 
and addressed to the assessor. 


One of the reasons for the increase 


in the number of automobiles assess- 
ed is that the secretary of state has 
insisted on assessment of more auto- 
mobiles. Bearing such instructions in 
mind. Mr. Peotter Included the 1915 
and 1916 model automobiles in the as- 
sessment and although they did not 
cause much of a jump in the total val- 
uation, they did lower the average city 
assessment of automobiles. 


The city assessor filed assessments 


on .712 more automobiles this year 
than last bringing the total assessed 
value of automobiles in the- city up to 
$1,190.500. an increase of $73.400. If 
the tax rate is fixed at 530 per $1,000 
assessed valuation, the collections by 
the city on automobiles alone 
will 


amount to $2,202 more than last year. 


The average assessment of ar*-mo- 


biles in Appleton this year is $296. 
Last year the figure was $334 and in 
1925 it was exactly $300.

Among tho very significant-general 


provisions of tho Constitution aic the 
following: 


"All debts contracted a'n engage- 


ments entered into before the adop- 
tion of this Constitution shall be as 
valid against the United States under 
this Constitution as under tho Con- 
federation." 


This is conclusive evidence that the 


men who wrote the Constitution had 
a high sense of honor, as they bound 
the new government, when set up un- 
der the Constitution, to assume all 
obligations that had previously been 
Incurred by the United States. They 
did not favor "cancellation of debts" 
properly incurred, even under very 
trying conditions. 
' 


VESTING SUPREME LAW 


"This Constitution and the laws of 


the United States which shall be made 
in pursuance thereof- and all treaties 
made, or which shall be made, under 
the authority of the United States. 
shall be the supreme law of the land; 
and tho Judges in every state shall be 
bound thereby, anything in the Con- 
stitution or laws of any state to the 
contrary notwithstanding." 


This provision is strong confirma- 


tion of the fact that the authors of 
tho Constitution intended to provide 
for setting up a federal government 
that would be strong enough to main- 
tain itself 
and to function at all 


times, under all conditions. 


"The senators and representatives 


before mentioned, and the members 
of the several state legislatures, and 
all executive 
and judicial officers, 


both of the United States and of^ 
several states, shall be bound by oath 
or affirmation to support this Consti- 
tution." 


Thero is general doubt as to whe- 


ther the average public official 
at' 


taches sufficient importance and sin 
centy to taking an oath to support 
the Constitution, owing to the fact 
that most public officials ha\c all too 
little understanding of its meaning 
and value. 


AMENDMENTS 


"The Congress, whenever two thirds 


of both houses shall deem it neces 
sary, shall propose 
amendments to 


this Constitution or on the application 
of the legislatures of two thirds of 
the several states, shall call a conven- 
tion for 
proposing 
amendments, 


which in either case, shall be valid to 
all intents and purposes, as part of

strongly insistent the delegates to the

This makes it impossible to deprive 


any state, without its consent, of 
equal representation in the Senate 
even though the other 47 states mighi 
wish to amend the Constitution to do 
so.

150 bales of tobacco, under the con- 
Tact with the large Wisconsin grow- 
ers' organization. 


Tho pool's publication, going to the 


tobacco raisers who made up its or- 
ganization, this week tells of the ex- 
perimental work at the agricultural 
college intended to benefit the "weed" 
growers. 


The station conducted experiments 


his summer on 200 separate plots. 
Some plots were in tobacco, others In 
other crops being grown in rotation. 
Each plot is one-fortieth of an acre in 
size and carefully divided off and kept 
separate from the others. Experiments 
were carried on to test results of the 
application of different fertilizers and 
of 
fertilizers applied to 
different 


amounts and in various forms. Also 
experiments arc made in attempt to 
determine tobacco results after other 
crop rotations of various length. 


Each plat is harvested separately, 


the tobacco strung on marked lath; 
;he tobacco from each plot hung sep- 
arately in the shed and stripped and 
placed in separately marked bundles. 
At the time of stripping the leaves 
from each plot are weighed and re- 
corded and even the weights of the 
stalks are kept. 


When the tobacco is stripped the 


eaf from each plot is graded separate- 
ly for quality. 


The station knows at the end of the 


season the exact results obtained from 
each experiment. 


For years research has been carried 


on along the lines of seed strain de- 
velopment, tobacco diseases, tobacco 
Insects and tobacco soils. A few of 
the outstanding results of practical 
value brought to the growers are the 
steaming of tobacco beds, now almost 
universally practiced in the state; the 
Havana No. 28 .train of tobacco seed, 
probably used more extensively than 
any other and discovery of root rot or 
"sick soils" and the subsequent devel- 
opment of resistant seed strains. 


The University's tobacco crop was 


harvested August 31 and September I, 
and is now cured, the farm officials re- 
porting it to bo in fine condition.

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; REVIVING THE WORLD COURT 
; The current Atlantic 
Monthly pub- 


lishes an article entitled. "A Way Out of 
the Court Deadlock." which merits at- 
tention and discussion. It deals with the 
fifth reservation, which rc."ds": "Xor shall 
'it, (The court) without consent of the 
United States, entertain any request for 
an advisory opinion touching- any dispute 
!or question in which the United States 
Jias or claims an interest." 
; This is the reservation which caused 
the most distrust in Europe and which 
jwas principally if not entirely responsible 
for the failure of the signatory powers to 
accept the conditions attached to Amer- 
ican adhesion. It is. as the article points 
out, susceptible of two meanings. One in- 
terpretation—the interpretation that was 
unacceptable to the states in the court- 
is that this reservation gives the United 
States the right merely, by an unsupport- 
fcd claim or interest to prevent an advis- 
jory opinion in any question whatever, 
jevcn if the United States had no material 
interest in the question, and even if the 
parties to.the dispute desired the court to 
•give the opinion. The second or reason- 
able legal interpretation would give the 
United States the right to prevent an ad- 
k-isory opinion in cases in which the 
IJnited States is a party, or in which the 
jjnited States, while not a party, has a 
^material interest, such an interest as a 
Jcourt would recognize, but the United 
States' right to prevent advisory opinions 
Vould stop there. 
* The Atlantic Monthly article offers the 
"suggestion that the meaning of this Ves- 
•ervation be definitely expressed, so there 
lean be no doubt as to the jnterpretation of 
Sts phraseology. Obviously the point 
Jshould be cleared up. and it is one on 
iivhich both the signatory states and the 
JUnited States should desire definite un- 
ijderstanding. The former, in sending their 
jegrets, suggested "such further exchange 
Jof views as the United States might think 
Necessary." 
» The government at Washington 
has 


•seemingly preferred to let the whole mat- 
Ster drop. It has done this because it feared 
4he political consequences of 
reviving 


Sivorld court support in either the senate 
i>r state department. In adopting this pol- 
3cy we think the government is open to 
legitimate criticism. It advocated adher- 
Jence to the court and if that is desirable, 
Jjas it unquestionably is. it should

FOREIGN STUDENTS 


• Practically even* steamship arriving in 
our ports during; September has among 
its passengers young men and young 
women who arc coming from 
foreign 


countries to study in colleges and univer- 
sities of the Unjtcd States. On steamers 
outward bound will be other young men 
and young women who arc going to study 
in the various great centers of learning in 
other countries. It is estimated that be- 
tween seven and eight thousand foreign 
students will be matriculated in institu- 
tions of higher learning in the United 
States during the present scholastic year. 


Xo further back than a quarter of a cen- 


tury ago the tide of student emigration 
was a one-way tide flowing always away 
from America, T3:crc has come a change, 
the tide is both out-going and in-coining, 
and the incoming tide is now the stronger. 
The interchange 01 thousands of prom- 
ising. fonvar<l-loo]<!j]g student^ is one of 
the factors designed to promote tinder- 
standing and good will among nations. It 


i.s being fostered and supported by num- 
erous societies, foundations and funds and 
may be expected to accomplish in time a 
real Icuguc-of-mitions spirit. 


It is interesting to know that foreign 


students from more than a hundred coun- 
tries have studied in the United States, 
and that three luuulrcd colleges arc in the 
list where they have been in residence. It 
is perhaps significant that the largest 
contingent of s-tudcnts in the United 
States from a single foreign country is 
the Chinese group. When one remembers 
that Boxer indemnity students have been 
coming here for the last quarter of a cen- 
tury, numbering four hundred last year 
alone, it is not difficult to credit state- 
ments to the effect that the nationalist 
sentiment in China today found its incep- 
tion in large part in Chinese youths \vho 
had been educated in the United States. 


EUROPEAN INDUSTRY KING 
Evans Clark, author, recently returned 


from an extensive investigation of eco- 
nomic conditions in Europe, where he in- 
terviewed leading business men and bank- 
ers and visited-representative industrial 
plants, says tha'f in Europe today industry 
is king. In his own words, as recorded in 
the New York Times: 
/ 


Europe has come back. Considering the chuos 


of even live years ago the achievement is notable. 
But Europe has done more than conic back. It 
has gone forward—to new economic goals, new 
industrial records. An nprubh of business vital- 
ity floods the continent, sweeps tradition aside, 
channels new courses and threatens to upset 
the trade balance of the world. The post-war dec- 
ade will be known in history as the industrial re- 
naissance of Europe. 
Even Great Britain but- 


tressed against change by centuries of tradition.- 
feels the shock and the stir. 


It is not to be denied that the war set Europe 


back seriously in comparison with the rest of the 
world: until two years ago Europe was producing: 
less than before the war. 
As-iu. the Americans 


and Africa have all increased their production "0 
to 40 per cent, compared with five for Europe. 
Xor can it be doubted that its .present fever of " 
production has been inflated by the replacement 
of losses from the war. 


There are. too. weak spots in the fabric of 


Europe—and that compared with the United 
States, the standard of living in Europe is 
meagre indeed, wages of European workmen buy 
only one half what American wages do. Industri- 
al activity in Europe is not yet synonymous with 
prosperity. But allowing for these reservations, 
for all doubts and uncertainties, it may be set 
down as an established fact that Europe is 
stronger industrially today than it has ever 
been before. 


If this opinion is based upon fact, and it 


has that appearance. Europe seems to 
have discovered what America discovered 
long ago. that a sound industrial activity 
is the life and security of peoples. 


THE BORDER PATROL 


Too few realize the many dangers that 


beset the border guardsmen, those who 
patrol the Mexican and Canadian frontier 
lines where their wits are pitted against 
!the wits of desperate characters engaged 
in smuggling of liquor, drugs and aliens. 
JMahv blood-and-thunder stories are tame 
in comparison with the exploits of the 
men of the United States immigration 
border patrol. 


Although this arm of the protective ser- 


vices of the country- has been in existence 
only about three years, just since the 
passage of the immigration quota law in 
1924. 
during the last fiscal year ended 


July 1st. 127, more than 12.000 smuggled 
aliens were captured as against about 
3,000 for the preceding year. In addition 
the patrol caught more than 800 smug- 
glers of aliens and patrolled 4,500.000 
miles by motor, rail, horse, boat, airplane, 
sled and on foot. 
They covered nearly 


400,000 miles on foot alone, or more than 
500 miles per officer. 
In addition they 


turned back 1.447 aliens not included 
among those captured, and handed over to 
the immigration 'authorities more than 
17,000 persons for investigation. 


The patrolman's orders arc never to 


fire the first shot. While,tln"s is a wise pre- 
caution, it places the patrolman in a most 
dangerous position as he may not fire 
upon the person or persons he is morally 
certain will shoot him at sight, who will 
ex-en trail him and lie in ambush to slay 
him. He must be constantly on the alert 
that he is not decoyed into ambush. 


Most of the men in this service arc ex- 


service men and the tactics learned in 
fighting in France arc of inestimable 
value to them in their work. But for them 
the war is never over, their lives arc a 
continuous hazard in a daily routine in 
which there is neither fame nor glory, ex- 
cept of a very local order. The great ma- 
jority of the population neither knows 
-nor seems to care that these men daily 
risk their lives to serve ihc interests of 
their country. And yet their service is in- 
dispensable and of the greatest impor- 
tance to tfcc countrv.

As » matter of fact the average adult caN pcr- 


mps four ounces of protcid (nitrogenous material, 
can meat, white of egg, cheese, the curd part of 
nllk. gluten, etc.) daily and probably -ligesls and 
ib&orbs into his blood nine-tenths of it. and the ex- 
cess over his actual requirements is probably 'nirn- 
cd as fuel, ju&t as is the regular fuel, carbohydrate, 
i'hc undigested tenth of the protcid or nitrogenous 
food material passes into the intestine and under- 
goes more or less putrefaction there Ijeforc it is 
discharged from the body. We have no good reason 
:o imagine that the excess protcid food an individ- 
ual ordinarily consumes is ir. any way injurious to 
health. This is physiology, not fiction. 


Protcids of different sources differ considerably in 


actual nutritive value or usefulness to the body, 
not in tho energy units or calories but in supply- 
ng material for tissue reconstruction or repair, and 
Material for new construction or growth. The com- 
'arativc biological value or utility of different pro- 
cids depends on the relative quantities of amino 
icids they yield on digestion, and by such a stand- 
ard milk protcid (casein, cheese) ranks liiKh along 
with beef and eggs: and wheat protpid fair, and 
corn meal protcid s-lill lower, and gelatin lowest of 
all. 
It is not advisable to choose any special food 


)roteid or to favor it in selecting a diet; better to 
lave a free choice and a variety of protcid foods 
(both animal and vegetable sources), as proteids 
from different sources supplement each other and 
nsurc better balancp in nutrition. 


The popular not km that high protcid diet means 


excessive meat eating and the injurious effects of 
uch diet may be remedied by "cutting out" meat 
and eggs, is an error. If evils are produced by the 
eating of too much meat they arc more likely at- 
ributablc to the deficiency of Mich diet in other es- 
sentials, such as vitamins, and to failure to supple- 
ment the beef protcid from other sources such as 
vhcat. peas or cheese. In other words the diet is^at 
'ault not because it is a high meat diet but becau.se 
t is an incomplete diet. A ham, beef or hot dog 
sandwich is more complete food than its equivalent 
n calories in ham alone or bread alone, and a club 
sandwich yielding an equal number of calories backs 
he ham sandwich right off the counter as a well 
balanced meal. 


The young 
infant 
needs comparatively much 


more proteid than an adult. The ratio of the three 
bod materials in human milk, is something like 
hrec parts of fat. six parts of sugar, one part pro- 
eid. Nowadays the diet of an infant' at the age of 
ix months is usually supplemented with such foods 
as egg. meat, gravy, mashed or strained vegetable 


iUlp. as peas, potatoes. The infant needs the pro- 
eids for new construction. 


QUESTION'S AND AXSWERS 


Papers Carry Xo Disease 


Is one likely to contract tuberculosis by reading 


or handling books, newspapers or magazines that 
lave been handled by persons who have the disease? 
(E. C.) 
Answer—No. If it were so all our public libraries 


would have to close down, for certainly public or 
circulating library books arc constantly 'handled 'or 
read by people who have tuberculosis. It is silly to 
imagine that any disease is conveyed by the hand- 
ling of books, magazines, newspapers, letters, mon- 
ey or other objects of the kind. It is especially ab- 
surd to find public library folk pretending to fumi- 
gate or disinfect books—as though they would like 
o start a scare which would close the library. 
Sometimes one still hears of 'School boards or maybe 
even alleged, health authorities solemnly fumigating 
or disinfecting school rooms and school books when 
here is a scare on. 
However diligent vthcse old 


stagers may be about fumigating or disinfecting 
>ooks and the like, never do we hear of any such 
ridiculous hocus pocus to make paper money a safe 
medium of exchange. Most of the local ordinances 
covering these questions in various communities 
ire inspired and enacted by the commercial interests 
ind such regulations or ordinances arc in force be- 
cause the local health authorities art too ignorant 
or too much under the thumb of the local bosses 
;o sav no.

THE" INFERIORITY COMPLEX I^f 


NATIONS 


In her brilliant history, "The South 


Vfricans,'* Surah Gertrude Millin re- 
cals tlie fact that the people of South 
Vfrica could never quite understand 
vhy the whole world honored Olive 
Schreiner for her novel. "The Story 
of An African Farm." She was a citi- 
zen of South Africa; could real litera- 
,ure come out of South Africa? They 
could not quite make themselves be- 
ieve it. A genius right there among 
them? Absurd! 


Which recalls the fact that Ameri- 


ca, (luring the first half century or 
more after it became a nation, was 
n exactly the same case. When Coop- 
er wrote his first novel he published 
t anonymously and let it be under- 
stood that it was written by an Eng- 
ishman — not because the English 
would not read a novel by an Amer- 
ican but because he feared the Arner- 
cians themselves would not read it. 
A novel worth reading by an Ameri- 
can? Absurd? 


For many years Americans were on 


their knees to England in literature. 
Emerson bitterly complained of It and 
so did many another writer who had 
faith in tlie genius of his own coun- 
try- A second rate English book was 
treated with a great deal more respect 
han a first class native book. A great 
many' of the American writer ipcd 
the English and failed to develop a 
distinctive American literature. The 
few who believed in American litera- 
ture and who .struck out on lines of 
their own faced neglect by their own 
countrymen. The American critic for 
the most part did not dare express an 
opinion on a book until it had been 
passed on by the English reviews. 


As late as a year or two ago H. L. 


Mencken complained that the aver- 
age American has an inferiority com- 
plex with respect to English books, 
that he worships poor writers who 
happen to live in England and ne- 
glects- good writers who arc Ameri- 
can. As is so often 
the case with 


Mencken, this was very probably an 
overstatement, perhaps made 
de- 


liberately to shame Anglophiles into 
a new point of view. And it is a fact 
that even today. 150 years after 
America became a nation, there are 
still hundreds of thousands who as- 
sume that anything written in Eng- 
land must I>c much better than the 
best thing written in America . 


Culturally it is probable that South 


Africa is about where America of half 
a century ago was. So it is not to be 
wondered at that the people 
there 


could not make themselves believe 
that a great novel had come out of 
their own country when Olive Schrci- 
ncr's lx>ok appeared. 


Mrs. 
Millin reports in the same his- 


tory that there is no first rate month- 
ly review l>cing published in South 
Africa, today, and for the same rea- 
son. The people of South Africa have 
th» inferiority complex toward Eng- 
land. They would rather pay about

.Vocational school.

•will Include a ,;r<-at deal of lllustra- 
tivo material and several Ocnions-.tra- 
tions.

This unit will 
include lessons in child psychology 
and habit formation. 


All the courses in the home making 


department will bo divided into pro- 
gressive units to meet the special 
needs of the students.

mented by demonstrations of serving 
processes and use o£ sewing machines 
and appliances.

Noted Prohibitionist Details 


Successes on Lecture Tour 
Abroad

New London—The auditorium of 


the Methodist church was crowded at 
the community mass meeting service 
Sunday morning- when "the citizen of 
the world," William E. 
"Pussyfoot" 


Johnson of Colorado, spoke on his re- 
cent tour of Europe as a representa- 
tive of the World League Against Al- 
coholism. 
Mr. Johnson was proceeded in his 


address by his traveling companion, 
A. J. Finch, superintendent of the 
World league,in the state of Colorado. 
Mr. Finch spoko briefly of the prohi- 
bition movement in the United States 
and impressed the importance of the 
influence of the home and the church 
in this movement. "The next five years 
will determine what prohibition will 
be in the United States," stated Mr. 
Finch. "This movement is one of the 
greatest organized efforts the world 
has ever seen." The effect of prohibi- 
tion was greatly 
manifested in the 


slow payment of the French war debt 
to the United States, as the great fi- 
nancial depression following the war 
was largely influenced by the closing 
of the foreign liquor market, as a re- 
sult of the movement in this country. 
"Our money, our morals, our church 
and our progress is vitally effected by 
prohibition," Mr. Finch said. He point- 
ed out that statistics show that from 
SO to 90 per cent of the liquor traffic 
is carried on by aliens in this country 
and he urged a strong support of the 
prohibition movement in every way 
in order to get behind this alien ele- 
ment, for. he stated, the loss of this 
movement would doubtless mean the 
biggest financial panic in history. 


TRACES HISTORY OF MOVE 


Mr. Johnson gave a brief survey of 


attempts to regulate the evils of drink 
as far back as the days of Babylon. He 
showed how. for the last 4,200 years, 
lawmakers have tried in vain to enact 
laws that would regulate the evils of 
drink, but all efforts have been In 
vain." "Therefore" 
emphasized 
the 


speaker, "we must get rid of the 
drink to get rid 
of 
the resulting 


evils." 
Speaking of his experiences abroad, 


Mr. Johnson said that while in Bul- 
garia, where, as the result of his lec- 
tures, a large majority^of the drink 
shops were closed in a very short 
time, he was invited to appear at the 
court of the king. He presented the 
reform movement in America to his 
audience and a prohibition association 
was immediately formed, headed by 
two members 
of the royal family, 


Within a comparilively short time 
Egypt became a dry country with the 
exception of the European sections In 
the four largest cities in that country. 
The speaker then pictured his tour 
through India, a country made up of 
over 700,000 villages. Ho traveled 7.- 
000 iniles through this country 
and 


gave over 200 addresses to over 1, 
600,000 people. He told of three days 
and nights of continual celebration 
and ceremony in Calcutta, and of the 
presence-'of 600 uniformed soldiers 
during the entire - celebration. There 
were 65,000 outcasts who were de 
graded by drink, scattered 
through 


this country the speaker found. They 
were'eager-listeners to his story of 
America and how she tore loose from 
the depression of drink. While in 
London, where there were 14,000 li 
quor dens, "Pussyfoot" lost an eye 
through mob violence, and yet he suc- 
ceeded in winning over the British 
public and the great movement Is 
now a growing thing in that country, 
he said. 


Mr. Johnson described his return to 


this country after his great tour. He 
has a greater faith in the destiny of 
Our Country and its loyalty to the 
prohibition cause, ho said. "The time 
is coming," the speaker declared, 
"when the slave of the drink seller 
will be a thing of the past, and every 
child will have an equal chance in 
life. When this time docs come, the 
very word "America" will have a 
richer meaning and the stars of Our 
Flag will sliino the brighter for 
"triumphant democracy."

Woodcock Shooting Sport 


For The Expert Huntsman 


BY B. A. CLAFLIN 


For those who hunt for pleasure. In- 
lead of for meat and for the lovo of 
being out In nature's untrammeled 
•calms, there is one sport that easily 
clipscs all others and that Is wood- 
cock shooting. 


Owing to the scarcity of this bird 


ho younger generation of nlmrods, as 


rule, scarcely know what a wood- 


cock is. In fact, | have been shown 
an occasional bird by young hunters 
at the same time being told that- it 
vas a jacksnlpe. About the only re- 
semblance between these two birds -is 
heir long bill. The Jacksnlpe is gray 
mottled 
and much smaller in size, 


vhlle the woodcock's lower parts are 
a soft tan in color and its back a 
dark brown. This bird weighs on an 
average 
from five to seven ounces 


while the snipe rarely weighs up to 
four. 


The woodcock will be found only in 


cover where the ground is generally 
moist. He is a shy, secretive bird and 
relies on his markings to hide his 
presence. They are migratory and at 
;imes may be found in considerable 
numbers on their 
favorite 
feeding 


grounds. However, even though you 
are fortunate enough to discover 
a 


number of these birds today, tomor- 
row you may look in vain for them In 
the same place. The woodcock is cap- 
ricious to a high degree. At times you 
will almost' step on him before 
he 


takes wing: again he will rise many 
yards ahead of you and about 
the 


only way you will know that he has 
moved is by the peculiar whistle he 
will emit as he flutters away in fright. 


>Vhen alarmed he is very quick to 


get away but, once started, he is not 
fast on the wing. 
Usually he loses 


no time in getting up above the brush 
and that is the time to bring him 
down. To be successful you must be 
a snap shooter. The proper load to 
use is one of not over three drams 
of powder and one ounce of number 
twelve shot. Number tens will do 
but twelves are better, for the wood- 
cock is a delicate bird and will come 
down 
if hit by a single 
pellet of 


shot. In fact, it enables you to more 
easily find your fallen bird if he is 
wounded instead^of killed 
outright 


for his coloration blends closely with 
the brown and red leaves that cover 
the ground in October.' 


In former days this fine bird was 


shot for the markets in countless 
thousands throughout the south. Most 
of the shooting was'done at nigh by 
the aid of huge bonfires, which partly 


dazed the victims and made them ca 
prey.

"Inasmuch as the Wisconsin stat- 


utes do not require that the health 
officer of local governmental units be 
a physician, in many instances the lo- 
cal officers are not medically trained 
men. He may be a clerk, farmer. me» 
chanic or merchant. No qualifications

this position.
